Election/Restrictions

In the instant case, the product may be made by a materially 
different process. For example, the product does not require preservation for use. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I is not required for Group II, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
